l'ra.;tieally all loose leaf markets of North Csrolina and Virginia 
wUl liave completed this season's sales by April 1st, or some few days 
prior to that date, with both states sliowinir a nv(,nl l,iviik>'i- season's 
sales, so far as tonnage is concerned. Owing to the depri'sscd for- 
eign situation, shutting off, practically, the demand for American 
tobaccos that usually is so freely puivhased and shipped abroad, to- 
gether with the lower grades predominating in the 1920 crop, the 
averages on many of the markets fall far below that of the previous 
year's crop, in many instances not ivaeliinsr the hulf-way mark. 

The Winstoa-Salem market during 1919-1920 selling season luiu 
died a little short of 34,000,000 pounds, wWle during the 1920-21 sell- 
ing season approxiinafely (in.OOO.OOO iiounds. 

While there has been considerable agitation at all points as to 
cutting out the 1921 crop and reducing the acreage, a great deal of 
it has been newspaper talk, or data in the way of ])ropn!,'an(la given 
out by organizers, but this seems to have fallen flat and the eool head- 
ed, influential growers, as a general thing will use their own judg- 
ment in planning their own acreage this season and while many will 
reduce their plantings for the general good of the 'i"ality ot the to- 
bacco they expect to raise, it would seem, from reports" we gather 
that thia coming season's acreage will be between 65 to 75 per cent, 
of the plantings of 1920 crop. 

This also applied to Kentucky, Indiana, West Virginia and the 
l.nrley district of Ohio, where the markets will continue to sell for 
several weeks to come and whote tin; prices have shown considerable 
advances on mediuin fine grades during the past few weeks. There 
seema to be a hotter feeling among the growers who have come to 
i-econcilc their low prices, as compared with last season, account of 
declining prices on all other articles. 

The "Western Tobacco Journal believes, having talked to a large 
number of growers, that the producers fully understand conditions 
that have brought about the present low prices of tobaeeo, as have 
been explained in our columns several times before, in fact specifie- 
ally written for the benefit of our readers prior to the opening of the 
loose leaf markets, we have ineilieted priees would lie ennsiderahly 
lower than last season, account of the foreign money situation and 
large stocks held by manufacturers, and we feel sure that the growers 
will not try to take advantau'r nf the situation, but will agree to limit 
the acreage this season and not overproduce, as was the case last year 
at a time when manufacturers were overstocked with low grade to- 
baccos and unfortunately. ;ii a time when there was falling market 
on all commodities— thus the law of supply and demand again mark- 
ing time to which prieea were to step.— Western Tobacco Journal.

Washinnlon. - "Tiiore u;is no more 
pungont sentence in President Hard- 
ing's inaugural address than his dcc- 
iratit'i that 'No civilization can sur- 
vive repudiation,' declared a well- 
known financial writer in Washington 
recently. "In making that statement 
the President not only served notice 
on the world that America cannot con- 
sent to the contribution of $11,000,- 
000,000 more to the cost of the late 
«ar, but, in a way liltle comijreliend- 
"d, he furthered tlie friendly relations 
liotweon nations and upon tlio niain- 
leiianee of which future peace de- 
pends. 

" 'Repudiation' of another sort was 
one of the prime causes of the World 
\\'i\r. It was the repudiation by Qer- 
muiiy of her written agreement not to 
violate the neutrality of Belgium that 
brought Qreot Britain Into the war, 
and It was her repudiation of her un- 
dortaklngs to respect International 
law upon the high seas that compelled 
the ITnlted States to resort to arms. 
Those were written contr.icts, and the 
certificates of Indebtedness now re- 
posing In our Treasury as evidence of 
foreign obligations are written con- 
tracts. Repudiation of the one Is no 
more to be condemned as a matter of 
principle than repudiation of the 
other. 

"During the war and staiee, the 
world heard much of 'scraps of paper' 
and nations that looked' upon their 

written oldiuaiions as so much paper 
to be discarded at will were beyond 
the pale of civilisation. The war was 
waged against militarism, but quite 
as much also to compel hespect for in- 



ternational law , which (jeriiiany had | 
ruthlessly violated In her eonienipl 
for her solemn international obliga- 
tions. Had Oerniany and the princi- 
ples that inspired her triumphed, 
there Is not a man o ftha allied na- 
tions but will admit that olvilisytlon 
would have died. As Mr: Harding says, 
civilisation oould not have aubvived 
the victory of repudiation, 

"Cancelation of the allied indebted- 
ness to each other and to ilu- mited 
States would .simply mean lli.ii n(tver 
again would international indebted- 
ness be created in time of war. Tlie 
practical effect would be a tremendous 
stimulation to armaments, the direct 
antithesis of the object that ail the 
allied nations profess to seek. With- 
out tbe prospect of resort to foreign 
credits In the event of future wars, 
nations Would redouble iluir present 
cash spendtngs for defense. 

"Mad the doctrine of n piidiatlon of 
debts been suggested before tho World 
War, credits would have been denied 
not only by the United States but by 
Buropean nations to each other. Tbere 
Is not a shadow of a doubt that but 
for those credits Oemufny would have 
won the war— but for the faith of one 
nation in the flnanclal honor of an- 
other, the war would have been lost 
to the allies. The diversion created 
o nthe Itusslnn front for over two 
years was made possible by l\iltisli 
loans lo Itussla. CIreat Ili itain, l-Yanee 
and Italy were enabled lo keep up 
their pressure against the Hermans 
through the supplies from America 
paid for by money borrowed from the 
American treasury. Tlie vital need 
for the money has passed, but the ex- 
tremities In which tbe allied found 
themselves when It was asked should

Tbere Is reason to believe that the 
Harding administration will bring 
about that consummation at nn early 
date, and put tlie loans in a status 
that will assure their future payment 
and discourage further talk of concel- 
atlon."

Deforestation Is Blamed. 

"This great cuia-struplio wlitoh 
tlireatens to wipe out tlie llvi^s of 10, 
000,000 persons within tiie next slxij 
days, he said. Is duo to druuUis, Uie 
natural result of tlie denudation uf 
forests which hoii gone on for centu- 
ries la North China. Wltli few trees 
on the land to bold the moisture the 
natural consequence is that rainfall is 
small and uncertain. Bven In years 
when the rainfall Is suffldent the Tel- 
low River and other rivers break over 
their banks, unprotected by trees, 
washing away tbe soil and deluging 
>be crops. 

"It is a provaleni Id.-a Uiut rice la 
ttio main food of all tlie Chlue.se pao- 
pk'. This 1.S true in South China where 
travelers get tln'ir Improsslou and la 
fclrenKtlicued bj Uio fact Uiut nearly 
all llie Chiueiie lu Ainoricii came from 
South Chmo. In Uie fall, wheat is 
sown in North China and after being 
harvested In the early summer, millet 
and sorghum are sown. 

Roots Always Eaten. 

"All Uie.se crops are harvested by 
being pulled up by tlio roots a.-, ilie.s<' 
Willi the stalks and straw of Uie ;Taai 
are Uie main depeiideiue for tud. In 
ilie years when crops are sliort it does 
I. i t iiieau only thai soiuo liltle luvurics 
Vil liuvo to be giien up, but it means 
til. there will be less of Uie coarse 
millet meal bread. It means that when 
Clie p<.tatoe« are gone tbe vines will be 
eiiiPii ; it means that Instead of two or 
thi'i'u meals a day there wlU be only 
oue. 

"When a crop failure Is llfty per 
cent, as It often Is, it means that many 
starve to daatb. Tbe last dve Grops 
have been only about ten per cent of 

Duniial.
